"The nicest thing about the project 


was the obvious enjoyment of the stu-. 


dents who participated," said Hurst>"The 
good feeling they got from being of 
service to others was a positive feed- 
back, and gave them a desire to go back 
and do more. In fact, the students who 
did chores and errands at the Romulus 
Tower have since returned to help out at 
the residents’ annual Thanksgiving din- 
ner, and have already planned another 
‘chore day' for Saturday, December 10. 
And students who volunteered at the 
Helping Hand have since conducted a 
food drive to benefit the shop.” 

Hurst described the importance of 
getting young people involved in what 
she called a "cycle of service," citing 
studies which indicate that people who 
become involved in volunteerism dur- 
ing their youth are much more likely to 
continue to serve their communities 
throughout their lifetime. 

"Such service really does begin a 
positive cycle," she explained. "By be- 
coming involved inthe community while 
still in school, these young people are 
helping to make Romulus a better place 
— one that they'll want to come back to, 
settle into, and continue their involve- 
ment in as adults." 

Although the High School's Project 
SERVE is in only its second year, Hurst 
says that the "Into the Streets" program 
is only the beginning.

Reader Wants Citizens To 
Have a Say on Gambling 


Letter to the Editor: 

Do the citizens of Romulus really 
need another controversy to divide us? 
Don't we have enough problems al- 
ready with regard to the well issue? 
Now there is the very real threat that our 
elected officials are going to bring gam- 
bling to our city. In a unanimous vote, 
Council members have giventhe Mayor 
the go-ahead to hire a consulting firm to 
Study this issue. It is my strong belief 
that the citizens of Romulus should have 
a say as to whether or not we want to 
bring "gaming" — the new buzz word — 
into our city. 

| went before Council earlier this 
year to ask Council to put this gambling 
issue to a referendum vote. | would 
think that, as elected officials, they would 
_ -want to let everyone have a voice in an 
issue that will have such a profound 
impact on our city. | was politely told that 
gambling isn't legal in our state, so there 
was no reason to have such a vote. 
Well, before they go spending a lot of 
ourtax dollars on consultants, we should 
have been asked whether or not we 
wanted gambling. 

| also asked each Council member 
to go on record as to whether they were 
for or against gambling in Romulus. To 
me, this is such a simple question. | was 
told by Mayor Pro Tem Mary Ann Banks 
that she couldn't speak for everyone, 
but that she would have to see a pro- 
posal first before she could decide. No 
Council member would go on record. 
The Mayor, our city clerk, and several of 
our council members told me that they 
have heard from hardly anyone who is 
against gambling coming to Romulus. 

Fellow Romulus residents, | strongly 
urge you to stand up now and demand 
to have your voice heard. The first and 
easiest thing that you can do to get your 
message across is to call City Hall at 
942-7540. Let the Mayor know how you 
feel; leave a message for each of your 
council members or call them. Most will 
be glad to listen to you. Try attending 
Council meetings and asking the mem- 
bers to put this to a referendum vote. 

Remember, a new election year is 
almost upon us. We need elected offi- 


Ccials who will best represent our ideals 
and beliefs as to the future path that our 
city will take. If we had a referendum 
vote on this gambling issue and the 
majority of Romulus residents felt that 
gambling would be good for our city, this 
would help legitimize their (the elected 
Officials’) positions. So why would they 
not want this? 

Most people whom | have talked to, 
whether they are for or against the deep 
well, feel that the real tragedy in the 
situation was the fact that the citizens 
were not aware of what was going on 
behind the scenes. Let us not make that 
same mistake again.

ZBA Urged To Support 
EDS Zoning Appeal 


Dear Board Members: 


Please accept this note of support - 


for the zoning appeal of Environmental 
Disposal Systems, Inc. (EDS). | will not 
make an appeal based on fear or opin- 
ion based on misinformation, as some 
of those opposed to this appeal un- 
doubtedly will. 

The question before you is not 
whether this project belongs in Romu- 
lus; that decision was made atthe State 
level. The question is, is the developed 
site appropriate? | argue that it is. 

My position is based on long and 
arduous research of State, Federal, and 
local rights and responsibilities in this 
matter, as well as the history of this 
specific controversy. | have poured over 
volumes of documents. | have reviewed 
the City's charter and finances for the 
last 20 years, plus hundreds of newspa- 
per articles and letters to the editor. | 
have also reviewed the depositions in 
CE 93-33071 (City of Romulus v. Envi- 
ronmental Disposal Systems, Inc.) of 
Mayor Beverly McAnally, Building De- 
partment Director David Paul, EDS 
President Douglas Wicklund, former 
project partner Bob Ryan (formerly of 
Bestway), and former Community De- 
velopment Director Dennis Oakes. 

These documents tell that, at the 
very least, no one raised the possibility 
of a zoning problem before or during 
construction. This leads me to the only 
possible conclusion: the City adminis- 
tration gave at least de facto approvalof 
the facility location. 

The Environmental Protection 
Agency, the Michigan Department of 
Transportation, and the Michigan De- 
partment of Natural Resources have 
the responsibility of regulating and over- 
seeing the facility's operation. The City 
of Romulus had only one option af-

Resident Predicts Dire Consequences If Gambling Is Implemented

We in Romulus are approaching 
yet another controversial policy dilem- 
ma: namely, casino gambling. The ques- 
tion before us is, should the City of 
Romulus allow casino gambling? The 
legal issues are in the hands of the 
Governor and the moral issues are in 
the hands of the clergy. | wish to talk 
on the citizens of Romulus. Legal and 
moral issues aside, there are some 
definite andoverwhelming concems that 
must be addressed before any decision 
is made. 

On November 14, | made a prelimi- 
nary presentation to the Romulus City 
Councilon the subject of gambling, and 
the facts and analyses that | presented 
can mean only one thing: casino gam- 
bling is a bad idea for the citizens of 
Romulus. 

While Mayor McAnally and Commu- 
nity Development Director Jane Down- 
ing have been pressing for casino gam- 
bling as the answer to the City's finan- 
cial woes, | beg to differ. The City of 
Romulus has many, many other, much 
more attractive alternatives to head off 
the rushing tide of financial ruin brought 
about by poor planning. Communities 
like Canton and Northville witnessed 
dramatic growth in the 1980s, yet they 
have no casino gambling and do not 
host one of the largest airports in the 

world. 
| Romulus is in a unique position to 
make great use of our proximity to the 
Airport: it is completely contained within 
the City's boundaries, yet this valuable 
resource continues to be ignored. Why 
are we not exploring how to better serve 
the 14.7 million visitors to our airport? 
Instead, while the Mayor and Commu- 
nity Development Director are attend- 
ing conferences and meetings about 
casino gambling, our hotels lose busi- 
ness to hotels in communities like Novi 
and Dearborn because those commu- 


nities have the restaurants, the theaters, 
the office supply stores, and such that 
travelers need to do business in south- 
eastern Michigan. Why is this great 
resource being wasted? 

Every realistic report | read says 
the same thing: What money is taken in 
by any proposed future Romulus Ca- 
sino will not be from wealthy business- 
men jetting in to play the slots; rather, it 
will come from average Joes trying to 
make the mortgage. That means casino 
profits are taken straight from the local 
economy: Tony's Hardware downtown, 
the Romulus IGA, Dave's Barber Shop, 
and the list goes on. These businesses, 
here for years and owned by your neigh- 
bors and friends, will be crushed. Is that 
what the Mayor wants? It's what she'll 
get, and we'll get, if we don't take action 
to stop this right now. . 

While the Mayor was quoted in the 


Romulus Roman as possessing a very 


large casino gambling library, she now 
denies this and states that there is noth- 
ing in the public. record for citizen re- 
view. This can mean only one of two 
things: the information does not sup- 
port casino gambling or she has no 
information and is spellbound by the 
money. 

How then are we to know what she 
is imposing upon us? The Mayor won't 
share one scrap of informationthat helps 
us understand why she's making this 
huge mistake. | have collected volumes 
of state, federal, and academic papers 
(since | wish to inform, I'll share these) 
that spell the only outcome of a casino 
in Romulus: declining home values, in- 
creased crime, increased cost of City 
services, and, worse yet, the complete 
take over of our city by outside casino 
owners. 

Every document ! have against ca- 
sino gambling says the same thing: the 
people most hurt are those least able to 
afford it. Since Romulus, Taylor, Inkster, 
and Wayne, not to mention other nearby 
communities, are made up of blue-collar 
folks who put ina hard day's work for far 
too little money, it's easy to see why the 
rich casino developers are wooing our 
easily wooed mayor and trying to drain 
the last little bit of cash left in our com- 
munity and take it back home, usually 
out of state, with them. 

If the Mayor is unwilling to let us 
share in the decision process, as she 
told JP McCarthy when she balked at 
the mention of a referendum, the least 
she can do is show us the need. What 


does she plan to do with this gambling 
revenue? Where is the need? Sure, the 
"$25-—$30 million” figure sounds great, 
but thereis such aslimchance of money 
in that magic "$25—$30 million" range 
being available that it's silly to even 
consider those figures as anything buta 
fool's dream. 

The Mayor mentions the figure 
"$25-$30 million" pretty often. | have 
heard no mention of aproject that would 
need such resources. What plans does 
she have for this money? Why is it 
needed? There has been absolutely no 
public discussion on what is to be done 
with any gambling revenues. Who 
knows what she's trying to slip by? The 
Mayor says she wants this extra income 
because we voters won't give her more 
taxes.Aw, shucks! It's not because we're 
cheap; it's more likely because the Mayor 
has mangled the City's finances through 
a series ofsuchterrible deals and missed 
opportunities that we just don't trust her 
management skills and we won't cough 


up any more money to be thrown away. 

There are so many costly, and avoid- 
able, mistakes that, every day, this city 
slips deeper and deeper into a financial 
pit. Much of Canton's growth resulted 
from this city missing opportunities and 
Canton seizing them. Every year, the 
fund balance shrinks because the City 
is Operating at a loss. Every year, the 
Airport grows and the Wick Road area 
is Stilla vacant field, with $10 million in 
improvements that the citizens of Romu- 
lus paid for. What this mismanagement 
translates to is: lower property values, 
decreasing services, and inability to 
compete for quality development. The 
Mayor's response: Bring in gambling! 
Ah! The cure that kills! 

Detroit is also looking at casino 
gambling. Let's face it: Romulus has far, 
far more chance of attracting quality 
development like Canton than does the 
City of Detroit. Detroit Sees gambling as 
a last resort. Why does Mayor McAnally

forded it by preemptive State and Fed- 
eral regulations. That option was: What 
would the City allow to be the well's 
location within the City of Romulus? 
As early as December of 1990, 
Councilman Noah P. Bergeron an- 
nounced at a Council meeting that his 
father-in-law's (Mr. John Ryznar's) prop- 
erty was under consideration as a pos- 
sible site. No one said, "Hey, that's not 
an appropriate location. Scratch that off 
your list of possible sites.” 

Given the expansion of Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport, | support the posi- 
tion that the City consciously allowed 
construction at the location in dispute 
because it is the most appropriate inthe 
City for many esthetic and transporta- 
tional reasons. That decision was, and 
remains, an example of proper land 
utilization. 

Airport expansion and noise have 
already nearly depopulated the area. In 
the coming years, the City will be forced 
to rezone many parcels in the area in 
question to take advantage of the op- 
portunities presented for growth due to 
Airport expansion. The City should not 
wait. It should begin rezoning this area 
immediately. 

Lifelong friendships have been de- 
stroyed. The City has been torn apart, 
emotionally and financially, by this con- 


troversy. Personal attacks (physical, 
written, and verbal) have been made. 
Vandalism and threats have taken their 
toll. Statements about ulterior motives 
and secret deals have been made. Fam- 
ily tragedies and personal matters have 
been made public. We all live in fear of 
retribution for the positions that we have 
taken. This is not necessary. There is an 
issue that needs attention — and fact, 
not emotion or intimidation, will decide 
which prevails. 

This did not need to happen. Mr. 
Wicklund has said time and again that, 
had the City not welcomed him with 
open arms, he would have sought an- 
other location for his project. Please, 
look at the facts, the history, and the 
future development of the affected area, 
and you will quickly see that the validity 
of the zoning of this project was sup- 
ported by the City until October of 1993, 
and remains appropriate. 

Too much effort and time has al- 
ready been expended on this issue. 
The question that you face today is 
difficult. There will be hard feelings on 
either side when you finally make your 
decision. There is no way to make every- 
one happy. You must decide in favor of 
what you believe to be right — to a moral 
and complete certainty.

Brothers says that he 
wants to continue his schooling by add- 
ing amaster's degree in athletic admin- 
istration or sports management to his 
current bachelor's degree. 

Brothers credits his family for his 
ambition. "| wouldn't have gotten through 
my high school and college years with- 
out their support,” he said. "They are a 
big part of me and my education.” Par- 
ents Janis and Greg and sister Jodi 
have a lot to be proud of. 

The new program director says that 
his job has been nothing but positive, 
especially since the people at the Rec- 
reation Department have been ex- 
tremely helpful in aiding the transition.

Although his position as program 
director is an “internship” (as Brothers 
explained it) for now, it may develop into 
something long-term. A final decision 
will depend on an evaluation scheduled 
for January. "| really hope this works 
out," he said. "So far, | love it!"
